INFERNAL MACHINES. 


Fiendish Attempt to Destroy Life in 
New York City. 
From the New York World, 30th. 
Ap attempt on the lives of Mr. Cyrus W. 
Field and Mr.Wm. H. Vanderbilt was happily 
discovered yesterday afternoon by the explo- 


~sign of an infernal machine in a leather mail 


pouch on an elevated railwav train. The ex- 
change of letters, which is due at Station F, 
on Third avenue, between Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-ninth streets, left the general Post- 
office at about 3:35 and was taken in a mail 
wagon to the elevated railroad station at Ty- 
roprow. ‘There it was given in charge of a 
messenger, Who placed it and other pouches 
for distribution on the east side, on the front 
platform of the front car of the train 
that was then leaving. Just after 
the train left the station at Ninth 
street and Third avenue the messenger heari| 
a sound which he described to Superiatendent 
Mosier at Station F as a “dull thud,’? but he 
did not pay any attention to it. When the 
train reached the Twenty-eighth street 
station the parcel was thrown off and taken 
to Station F.« AS soon as Superintendent 
Mosier received the packaga he saw smoke 
isting from a slit near the bottom about five 
inches long. He quickly opened the bag, 
thinking that a box of matches had been sent 
by mail and bad ignited, and threw the con- 
tents on the floor. Atl the letters ia the par- 
ee| were blackened as if by powder, but none 
were destroved. 

Among the peckages that fell out was one 
with the end blown open, and on examination 
it proved to be an infernal machine, which 
was addressed, in ink, in a German nand, to 
“ovrpus W. Field, E-q., corner Twenty-first 
street and Lexington avenue, City.’’ Another 
nackave, sidutlarly made uv, wes addressed, 
“Witham H. Vanderbilt, E-q., 459 Fifth ave- 
pue, City.” The intier add: ess was printed 
with lead pencil. When Mr. Mosier saw what 
the packages were intended fer he sent for 
Postwaster Pearson, who immediately went 
tothe station and made a thorough investi- 
He found that both packages bore

In the exploded machine was found a smai! 
piece of a German newspaper containing only 
aivertisements. The paper uddressed to Mr. 
“Wanderbilt”? was examined. It was pasted 
on brown paper, 2nd after being soaked and 
carefully removed revealed the inteotion of 
the conspirirator or couspirators of doing 
away With the venerable Superintendent of 
Police, for it was addressed, “G. W. Walilnz, 
$11 EK. 19th st.”’ 

Postmaster Pearson said that if the pack- 
ages had gone through all right they would 
have been delivered at 5 o’clock, but he did 
not think that either Mr. Vanderbilt or Mr. 
Field would bave opened such suspicious 
looking packages. How the explosion occurred 
he could not sav, Uniess it Was that the mes- 
kenger knocked or trod on the powder while 
it was on the car-platfurm. He has oot been 
able to communicate with the messenger, but 
Will begin the examination to-day, and hopes 
to get on the track of: the conspirators. He 
does not think that the persons who mailed 
the machines are very brilliaut beings, or 
they wou'd not bave mailed them in places so 
hear together, nor would they have attempt- 
ed #0 simple a disguise as writing the address 
cf oneinink ana printing the other with 
lead pencil. Mr. Pearson said that he could 
only recalitwo other cases of sending infer- 
nal machines by mail. One was sent to Ane 
drew H. Green, when he was Comptroller, 
and the other was sent to Senor de Uriarte, 
the Spanish Consul-General.

MRS. SCOVILLE. 


Her Lecture in Behalf of Her Con- 
demned Lunatic Brother. 
New York Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 

Mrs. Scoville, the sister of the assassin 
Guiteau, lectured to-night in the Criterion 
Theater, at Thirty-fifth street and Broadway, 
upon “The Guiteau Case from a Sisterc’s 
Standpoint.” ‘There were eighty-one persons 
preseut, including seven reporters. Mrs. 
Scoville was accompanied upon the stage by 
her brother, John W. Guiteau, and by Philip 
Thorpe, the manager of the theater, who in- 
troduced her to the audience. She was dressed 
in plain black, with white lace at the neck. 
Her face is full and unwrinkled. Her cheek 
bones are slightly prominent, and her light 
blue eyes are set close together, benéath 
arched eyebrows that are scarcely percept- 
ible. She spoke for an hour in a conversa- 
tional tone, her voice being firm but not loud. 

“The Lord, and He alone,” she said, “is my 
shield and my deliverer, and I pray.to Him 
for help always. Hesent me tothe manager 
of this theater. 1 come to you as the sister 
of Charles J.Guiteau, for the sake of our 
country’s fair name and justice. I plead for 
reason, for fairness and for an atomof that 
merey which we shall all need when we stand 
before the judgment seat on the last day.’’ 
She wenton to say thatthe politicians were 
really to blame for Garfield’s death; that 
their heads were filled with hate, and their 
raviog caused her half crazy brother to be- 
come stark mad, and to believe that he was 
chosen by God to shoot the President. He 
was a natural hero worshipper, she said, and 
the voice of such men as Grant and Conkling 
came to him as the voice of divisae inspira- 
tion. She then gave Guiteau’s genealogy. 
and asserted that he inherited insanity. She 
denounced the trial as a conspiracy to 
Satisfy public clamor, and to skield 
the real slayers of Garfield. She declared 
that the newspaper correspondents kept the 
trial from the pubiic, that Judge Cox did what 
a Police Justice would blush to do, acknowl- 
edying coliusion with the prosecution to 
entrap a half crazy prisoner, and that District 
Attorney Corkhill ran the coort, the officers, 
the press, and the lawyers. She dubbed Dr. 
Hammond ‘‘a profound, antiquated, beastly 
old New York doctor.” Guiteau had 
attempted to kill President Gartield, but the 
doctors had completed the work. President 
Arthur ought to know, she thought, that 
Guiteau was crazy,and ought to desire to 
commute his sentence to life imprisonment. 
Sbe usked her hearers tosizno a petition to the 
President asking for commutation. After the 
lecture several people went upon the stage to 
speak to Mrs. Scoviile. She will lecture again 
in the same piace on next Sunday evening.

A CALIFORNIA ROMANCE. 


A Foot-Pad Falls Heir to a Great Es- 
tate in Kngland. 
From the W dodland (Cal.) Democrat. 

A few days ago’a gentleman bv the name of 
Rodery Eldridge arrived in Woodland and 
took rooms at the Capital Hotel. He stated 
tbat he was an Englishman and that his ob- 
ject in visiting California was to find a man 
by the name of Agernon Branningsford, who 
had left his home in England in the year 
1850. Mr. Eldridge, who is cousin of the 
missing man, arrived in San Francisco 
about one month ago. Late last evening 
he happened to step into the Capital Hotel 
saloon and overheard the _ barkeeper, 
Patsy Donnelly, incidentally mcn- 
tion the nume of “Old Ag.” Mr. Elaridge, 
thinking that possibly this was an ellipsis of 
the name ofthe man for whom he was in 
search, made further inquiry about‘him. Mr. 
Donnelly informed bim that “Old Ag.’? was 
a sort of “‘dead-beat”? whom he had known 
for years as atramp, and supposed that ev- 
ery saloon-keeper in the land was equally fa- 
miliar with him, but he knew nothing of his 
history. At present he was engaged in saw- 
ing wood for a gentleman-near by, and man- 
azed to spend his money for drink about as 
fast as he earnedit. Mr. Eldridge, having 
been directed, sought out the man in ques- 
tion, whom he found engaged in that heaith- 
ful occupation, and at once recognized him as 
a man of English birth, which greatly increas- 
ed his hope of success. After a series of 
questions were answered by ‘“‘Old Ag.’’ it 
became very apparent to Mr. Eldridge that he 
was the same person he was locking for, not- 
withstanding his foriorn and dilapidated ap- 
pearance. Finally Mr. Eldridge—who, by the 
way, isan Eaglish gentleman of the strictest 
type—ventured the remark: “Well, ‘Old Ag,’ 
as they seem to cail you here, allow me to in- 
troduce myse'f as your cousin, Rodery El- 
dridge, I have come to tell you that your old 
father, Lord Branningsford, is dead and that 
you are heir to four-fifths of his estate, which 
is about $2,000,000." Tosay that ‘Old Ag” 
was startied by the unexpected news would 
not express one-lralf, and the scene which 
followed can be beiter imagined than de- 
scribed. 

Lord Branningsford, who was very wealthy 
had two sons, one named Lionaid and _ the 
other Agernon. In 1847 Lionald was mar- 
ried to a young lady of high birth by the name 
of Elizabeth S ration. Agernon was a fre- 
quent visitor at the family residence, and, 
owing to a quarrel between the two brothers 
over the young wife, Agernon embarked for 
America, and arrived in San Francisco in the 
fall of 1850.

A DEAD CRIMINAL.

Robert Scott, one of the Northampton Bank 
robbers, has just died at the Massachusetts 
nitentiary of consumption, from which 
isease he had been'a sufferer for about a 
year. His body will be forwarded at once for 
burial to his mother at Warsaw, Iil., where 
his brother, Walter Scott, also resides. His 
mother visited him three months ago, and his 
wife, who resides in New York City, has been 
a frequent visitor at the prison. It is 
understood that $100 has-been ordered from 
his brother to pay the undertaker’s expenses. 
It is also understodbd that  Scott’s 
wife, who anticipated his early demise, or- 
dered the funeral articles. such as coffia and 
robes, some months ago. James Duniap, his 
companiou in the crime at Northampton, 
still remains at the vrison, and the last day 
Scott spent on earth he was with him a por- 
tion of the time. Chaplain Barnes visited 
Scott often during\ his sickness. Scott said 
he wanted to die, and manifested no fear of 
the future. He was conscious up to within 
an bour and ten minutes of his death, and 
his wife and Warden Earle were with him 
during his last hours oa earth, his wifehav- 
isg come from New York for that purpose. 
Dunlap expresses great sorrow, itis said, at 
Scott’s demise. 

Scott made no confession of the bank rob- 
bery, in which he was galled the leader, as 
many exoected he world. Duriog his closing 
days he made no allusions to,fhe jobin any 
way. Four of the robbersifengaged with 
him at Northampton are now at large. Robert 
Scott was sentenced at Northampton for 
twenty years, when he was 28 vears old, for 
robbing the Northampton Bank, and as the 
boss of the job. He entered the pris n Jan- 
uary 21, 1878, and his sentence woulda have 
expired February 16, 1894, had no allowance 
been made for good behavior. Scott made 
his will Monday night, giving $1,500 to his 
wife and $500 to James Dunlap, his bank- 
robbing assuciate, asserting that he owed Dun- 
lap thatamounts Where his money is depos- 
ited is not yet known. 

The crime for which Scott was sentenced 
was a most daring and successfuij b. Eight 
men participated, among them being Evison, 
the man who built the locks for the piunder- 
ed safe. In the dead of night the cashier was 
taken from his bed and arope placed around 
his neck by the gang. He was led to the 
bank, and on the penalty of death he reveai- 
ed the combination, upon which knowledge 
the safe was easily opened by Edison, who 
was masked, as were the rest of the gang. 
The robbers coolly selected from the contents 
of the vauit only such securities as were 
easilv negetiable, andthe proceeds of their 
bold venture was 2 cool million 
and a half, most of which was in 
United States, railroad and other bonds, none 
of which were registered. These they placed 
in a valise and departed, Edson locking the 
safe behind them by a combination of bis 
own, and was afterward sent from New York 
bv his employers toopen thesafe, no sus- 
picion at that time having attached to him. 
The pluuder was left concealed fur ten days 
in the garret of an old school-house in North- 
ampton, and fiaalily removed by Edson. 
When it came toa division of the spoils the 
regues quarreled among themselves, and a 
plot was formed to put Edson out of the way 
and so cheat bim out of his share. The piot 
was to throw)Edson off ajtrain or tojassassinate 
him in the night, and in some way he iearned

of his danger and decided to squeal. He 
charged that Scout and Dun ap 
were leaders, with Shang Draper, Red 


Leary, Billy Connors, Jim Greer and Worces- 
ter Charley as confederates. Scottand Dun- 
lap were convicted, byt Red Leary, Coanors 
and Draper were not caught until a year ago, 
after they had broken out of Ludiow street 
jail, where they were held for other bank 
jobs. Leary, Connors‘and Draper effected a 
compromise with the batk’s officials, and 
were let g>. Greer has not yet been found, 
and the iceatity of Worcester Charley has 
never been establisned. He belongs some- 
where out west, and seems to show up oaly 
when heistotake a hand inajob. He has 
baffled the skill of the most accomplished 
detectives in tne country, who have not yet 
given up the chase. The same gang robbed 
the First Nat'onal Bank of Quincy, Lil., 
the Second National Bank of Covington, 
Ky., and the First National “Bank of Pitts- 
burg, Pa.

LAUGHLIN WS. LAW. 

We want to do justice to HENRY D. 
LAUGHLIN. 

His decision in favor of the gamblers is 
solely and exclusively based upon one point, 
and one point only—that the title of the act 
does not clearly state the subject of the act. 
In every other respect ne decides tne law per- 
fectiy constitutional. But upon this point of 
the title— and one point is as good as a hun- 
dred—this extraordinary Judge holds the law 
to be unconstitutional and null andvoid. We 
quote from his decision: 

In the title of this act I find no expression of 
the subject of the act. In the language of 
Porter, J., of New York, quoted by Henry, J., 
of Missouri, in Kansas City vs. Payne: ‘*The 
body of the bill expresses its object. The title 
of the bill disguises and conceals it.’’ No 
person from reading its titie would ever guess 
atthe object. ForthisreasonI hold that the 
first objection made by the plea is well made; 
but the act of March 9, 1881, isunconstitutional 
on this ground and this only: that the indict- 
ment charges the commission of a misde- 
meanor only, and that it will be certified to 
the other end of the building for trial. 

Now, what is theexact title ef this act? 
Here it is: 

Anact to AMEND section 1647 of article 8 of 
the Revised Statutes relating to. offenses against 


public morals and decency, and the public police, 
and miscellaneous offenses. 


It was notan oricinal act. It was an amend- 
aiory actonly. Now, in the name of. decency 


than to retain the exact title of the old law, 
giving its exact number and language? 
What could more clearly express and 
point out the subject of the act than this ex- 
plicit title, ‘*An act to amend section 1547 of 
article 8 of the Revised Statutes”? Was 
this not as plain as the name of the street and 
the number of the house Judge LAUGHLIN 
lives in? And did the title not proceed to 
mention still further this: An Act to amend 
section 1547 of article 8 of the Revised 
Statutes “relating to offenses against public 
morals and decency and the puplic police, 
and miscellaneous offenses’’ ? 

Does the learned Judge perhaps think that 
the title was wrong because the keeping 
of a gambling hell is not an “‘offense against 
public morals and decency’’? 

The old law made the keeping of a gam- 
bling-hell a misdemeanor. The new law 
simply amended the old law, except that it 
changed one section and made the offense a 
felony. It was practically not a new law, only 
ancw amendment to the old law. Now, what 
better title could there he than the old one 
with the statement of the amendment? 

What is the origin and object of titles to 
legislative acts? 

The sole origin, intent and object of having 
titles is to avoid deception and fraud in 
Legislatures, to protect the law-makers in 
voting, tormake it impossible that they 
should vote, througha misleading title, for a 
bill for which they would not vote if the 
title were otherwise and clearly stated the 
subject. For instance, if under the title; of 
‘offenses against public morals and decency” 
the law would have smuggledjin some immoral 
or indecent job, trick or fraud, the lawjwould 
clearly be unconstitutional. In that case 
there would be a manifest incongruity and 
inconsistency between the subject and 
the title of the act. But there is 
not the slightest contradiction, deception or 
imposition Setween the title and the subject 
of the JOHNSON law. They harmonize per- 
fectly. What is still more important, the 
lawmakers knew perfectly well what they 
did in voting for the change. The question 
was much discussed and debated at the time. 
Every vote cast was cast with the fullest 
knowledge of the object of the bill. 
This has never been ouestioned even bv the 
gamblers. Thus we face the following un- 
disputed facts: 

1. The intent in having a title to legislative 
acts is solely to protect the legislators from 
imposition. Judges have nothing to do with 
titles unless the subject of thre act is clearly 
inconsistent with the title. Can any sane 
man claim that in the present case? 

2. The Legislature almost unanimously pass- 
ed this law. It is conceded that it did this un- 
derstandingly, deliberately. It was never even 
claimed that even a singie legislator voted for 
the measure without fully knowing what he 
was doing. There is nota shadow of pre- 
tense that anybodly was deceived. There 
= not a shade of a shadow 0of 
question but what the Legislature did mean 
and intend to have this precise law and did 
overwhelmingly vute for it and think the title 
expressed its desire properly. 

3. Thus the remarkable exhibition is pre- 
sented that, though titles were only intended 


to protect the law-makers—though the 
bill itself is the prime thing, the ti- 
tle only an incident — though in this 


case the title was only disigned to ex- 
press the intent of the Legislature and did so 
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express it plainly—it is now twisted and 


stroys the measure itself and defies the will of 
the law-makers. : 

And all that by a Judge of inferior juris- 
diction and still more inferior associations 
and qualifications! All this by a mere trial- 
judge whose first lesson in law. was probably 
that a constitutional question should bs de- 
cided by the highest courts only, not the 
lowest! 

It is painful to read Judge LAUGHLIN’S 
decision. It is painful to be obliged to ana- 
lyze and criticise it. For never was an im: 
portant law trampled into the dust by a more 
miserable subterfuge. Never was a law 
more plain, direct and simple. Never was 
the emphatic intent of law-makers more 
shamefully mocked and defied by so flimsy a 


technicality. 

“a Republican of this city is avery de- 
termined foe of gambling—in a pig’s eye. 
Filled with the idea that the LAUGHLIN de- 
cision has rendercd nugatory the JOHNSON 
law, which makes the keeping of a public 
gaming-house a felony, it comes to the front 
this morning with a lot of ingenious twaddle 
about the evil of ‘skin’? games, such as “hog 
faro,” “bunko,’’ etc., and a few virtuous ob- 
servations about the evil effects of gambling 
when mixed up with law-making and politics. 
Summing up all the wisdom at its command 
it hurls itself against the sinful gamesters in 
this heroic style: 

If it is true that the State law is a dead letter, 
asit has beenin effect since its passage, it 
wil) devolve upon our Police Board to take the 
gambling matter in hand, and apply ail the 
authority given in theordinances, vigorously 
and effectively, to the immediate and perma- 
nent suppression of every Known public gam- 
bling-house in St. Louis. The Police Board 
should immediately organize a succession of 
raids—not shams and mere shows—but sharp, 
quick and decisive descents, a3 Often as may 
be necessary to close up, and keep closed, these 
haunts ot idleness, profligacy and crime. 

This sounds well at a distance, but it is 
highly specious. The old Jiepublican kpows 
very well that solong as gambiing is simply 
declared a misdemeanor such men as PATE 
will roilin metaphorical clover. They will 
snap their fingers at the authorities. They 
care nothing for fines so long as they can 
keep their establishments open and can com- 
mand: public patronage. The Jepublican 
knows full well that the police authorities 
have repeatedly declared that they will not 
raid gambling establishments. Hence its 
emphatic cali for raiding and door-smashing, 
and all that sort of thing, is not so virtuous 
after all. It simply, as we havejsaid, sounds 
well ata distance. The gamblers of St. Louis 
were never disturbed or terrified. until the 
law was passed making their business a 
felony. Whenthe penitentiary frowned be- 
fore them they began to realize that Jordan 
was a hard road totravel. That the law was 
not enforced from the start was due to the 
supineness of the police and the courts. The 
Republican would have us believe thatits 
very severity defeated its enforcement but the 
public knows where the trouble is to be lo- 
cated. After the gamblers have had the 
benefit of all the friendship that they can se- 
cure in and around the Four Courts,the busi- 
ness of making it unpleasant for them will 
proceed.

Some Important Statements to the Armory 
Fair Ladies—Lotteries and Kaffles. 


ST. Louis, May 2. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Iam glad to see what was tobe expected 
from the PosT-DISPATCH in the matter of the 
cainblers and lottery venders,that such strong 
ground is takenintavor of the maintenance 
ofthe laws and the punishment of wrong- 
doers. ‘‘The gamblers must go,’’ and the 
lottery business must be nut down. 

Butin the same paper you give notice, in 
common with the other public journais, ofa 
lottery scheme for the benefit of Armory Hall, 
conducted by our best citizens, gentlemen 
and ladies prominentin society and church 
circles, in which a diamond cross and other 
valuables are the prizes, with tickets and 
drawing arrangements after the usual lottery 
methods. 

Now, can vou tell me wherein the moral or 
religous distinction is found, or how one sys- 
tem of lotteries and gambling is wrong and 
the other right? Itis said, perhaps, the cause 
is good. A work of charity, or religion, or 
public benefit is in views and that is the easiest 
way and the most attractive to raise the 
money. Buteven if so, the end cannot juatify 
the meansif wrong and pernicious. Other- 
wise we might excuse theft, or falsehood, or 
any other wrong-doing by the same argu- 
ment. 

Still further, it is a reasouable question 
whether the end sought, say the building a 
church and furnishing it, or the support of an 
orphan asylum, or the provision for public 
protection, is more commendable than the 


fare. One objection to granite,.made by some | 


legitimate uses in church or charity can be ob- 
tained by direct appeal. The cause of religion 
needs no unrighteous agencies. Tne public 
good cannot be promoted by any demoralizing 
influence. 

The Armory Hall is a most praiseworthy en- 


terprise. It ought to be buiit and fur- 
nished, generously and _ free from 
de our blic-spirited citizens.

Let the dtaneans. after legitimate means of 
raising tunds are exhausted, be divided tnto 
shares of $50-each, and it will. be undoubtedly 
contributed. At all events, let no means be 
nsed except those which can be defended on 
the score of right as well as ot expediency. 
Neither moral nor civil law should be violated. 

And this brings me to another and impor- 
tant point. Does not the law forbid lotteries 
and raflies, for whatever purpose conducted? 

Sec. 1566, revised statutes, was 80 aménd- 
ed, last year, by rather awkward legislation, 
as to make lotteries when conducted ‘‘as a 
business’’ a felony, and at the same time to 
exclude raffles, etc., from the penalty of im- 
prisonment. But Sec. 1567 stands unchang- 
ed, and reads as foliows: 

‘*Any person who shall sell or expose to sale, 
or cause to be solid or exposed to sale, or shall 
keep on hand for the purpose of sale, or shall 
advertise or cause tobe advertised for sale, or 
who shal! print or publish such advertisement, 
or shall aid or assist or be in anywise concern- 
ed in the sale or exposure to sale of any lottery 
ticket in any lottery, or device in the nature of 
a lottery, within this State or elsewhere, and 
any person who shall advertise or cause to be 
gdvertised the drawing of any scheme in any 
lottery, or shall print or publish such adver- 
tisement and shail be convicted thereof in an 
court of competent jurisdiction, shall for eac 
and every offense forfeit and pay a sum not 
exceeding $1,000.’’ 

One of the most prominent lawyers of this 
city said to me to-dav that this law applies to 
raffies and all other devicesin the nature of a 
lottery, and thatin ali probability, taking into 
account the excited condition of the public 
mind at this time, any such raffles, etc., would 
be brought before the ‘‘courts of chmpetent 
jurisdiction.’’ 

Is it not worth the while of law-abiding 
citizens, both ladies and gentlemen, however 
high in social standing, to consider this matter 
carefully? Let righteous ends be pursued only 
by righteous means, and the best results will 
be most successfully obtained.

Dr. John T. Hodgen.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatcn: 

I beg permission to add my tribute to the 
worth of that good man and great surgeon, 
Prof. John T. Hodgen, whose sudden death 
hassosnpocked and saddened the citizens ot 
St. Louis, as well as the entire medical pro- 
fession throughout the country. To me, par- 
ticularly, the news of his unexpected taking 
off is simply appalling, as a letter from him 
arrived simultaneously with the telegram an- 
nouncing that he was no more. 

For half a life-time Ihave known him well 

and intimately, and the early admiration of 
the medicel student of 1853 ripened into the 
mature and earnest love of 1882, when he had 
arrived at the pinnacie of his fame, whither he 
kindly beckoned all he had honored with his 
confidence and friendship. 
John T. Hodgen was a remarkable man in 
every respect—of rngged genius, of untiring 
indystry, of uncompromising honesty, he lit- 
erally hewed his way through the uneyplored 
regions of his earlier career, until he stood out 
one of the pioneers of Western success. It 
was at this period of hislife that it was my 
good fortune to first know him and tu respect 
him. 

It was in the winter of 1853-54, when he was 
acting as prosector of surgery to the late 
brilliant but erratic Professor Joseph Nash 
McDowell, that he likewise filled the demon- 
stratorship of anatomy in the Missouri Medical 
College. Rivalry wasinf@nse and opposition 
bitter in theranksof faculties of that school 
and the St. Louis Medical Pollege. Few medi- 
calmeninSt. Louis can appreciate the cir- 
cumstances of the insatiate war then waged Tf 
in medical politics, and to the great goodness, 
tact and common sense of Dr. Hodgen was the 
profession indebted for the burial of the rank- 
iing animosities of the followers of McDowell 
and Pope. The green sod now covers most of 
them, and whatever lives of the sweetening 
memories breathed by the soft south winds 
of Bellefontaine and Calvary will be intensi.- 
filed and watered by the tears dropped on the 
grave of the peace-making and peace-loving 
Hodgen. ° 
As a man Dr.John T.Hodgen was exemplary, 


earnest,silent,thoughtful,courageous andtrue, 
As a friend he was steadfast, loyal, unswerv- 
ing and affectionate. Asa surgeon proper he 
was without a peer inthe length and breadth 
of the land, and he stood unrivaled with those 
who knew his excellence 4nd readiness’ Had 
his lines been cast in London instead of the 
wild woods of the young West, he would have 
carved a reputation in men’s estimation equal 
to Sir Astley Cooper's or Sir Benjamin Brodie’s., 
Had he lived under the shadows of the Parisiaa 
school he would have stood alongside Dupuy- 
tren, Velpeau or Nelaton. 

In America Valentine Mott, Gibson and Stone 
alone died possessed of grunce: reputations 
as surgeons. A few men now living may have 
more learning in the pure science of surgery, 
men like Gross in Philadelphia, Sir James 
Paget in London, or Billroth in Vienna; but 
noone of them can wield the Dbistoury with 
more skiM noris more ready for emergencies 
than was llodgen. 

St. Lonis has given up some great men, but 
she has never yielded a greater sacrifice than 
when John T. Hodgen was carried to the be- 
yond. Grefit statesmen, brilliant orators, dash- 
ing generals, mitred bishops, learned judges, 
wise lawyers and.good physicians stand on 
the misty shores to welcome him, and in all 
the silentthrong no greater soul, no kinder 
heart, no genti+r disposition is to be recalled 
than John T. Hodgen’s. 

As my triend I weep for him; as my brother 
physician I mourn for him. I drop the’‘im- 
mortelle wreath upon his grave and I feel that 
mankindis honored, humanity biessed and 
the world benefited by the example 
of so grand and noble a character as 
John T. Hodgen’s. In the weariness of the

A Husband’s Sudden Attack of Vio- 
lent Madness,

He Drags His Wife From Bed, 
Kneels Upon Her Breast and 
Attempts to Kill Her 
With a Fork.

She is Stabbed in the Face and Pisfig- 
ured for Life—The Terrible 
Scene Between a Maniac 
and His Helpless 
Wife. 


The residents in the neighborhood of No 
1609 North Nineteenth street were aroused 
from their slumbers Sunday morning at 3 
o’clock by the shrill screams of a woman who 
apparently was in great agony,proceedingfrom 
the above number. Several of the neighbors 
burried to the house and upon reaching the 
door could hear the constrained breathing 


of some one, mingled with the screams of » 
woman. The door was forced open, reveal- 
ing a sickening and blood-curdling spectacle, 
Partially prostrated upon the floor of the bed- 
room was the wife of Michaej 
Baker, the husband standing over her, 
CLUTCHING HER THROAT WITH ONE HAND

I en- 
listed Frank James and armed bim. I had 
heen detailed withsevenmeu to go up into 
[Towa on business, and only two of us came 
back :jihe others were killed. Well, I heard of 
Frank Jeems acd that he was tatking of going 
sonth, aud f porsnaded him to joinus. [took 
him up into lowa and he did pretty well ip 
several liitle skirmishes we had up there; so 
we enlisted bitm inte the commana. He per- 
suiaded Jesse to join us after we came duck 
from Lowa ”?’ 

“Tx istrue that Jesse used to carry the 
scalps of men he had killed on his bridie- 
rein?’?

Theaters Nota Necessity of Life— The 
Court of Appeals Decides the 
Opera Seat Suit. 


The Court of Appeals this morning in an 
opinion by Judge Bakewell affirms the decis- 
ion of the Circuit Court in the opera-seat 
ease of Major Chas. E. Pearce against Man- 
ager Spalding, of the Olympic, and 
Col. J. H. Mapleson, of Her Majesty’s Thea- 
ter Company, London. The Circuit Court 
sustained a demurrer to the suit on the 
ground that there was no cause of action for 
damages. The facts of the suit are as fol- 


lows: : 

Maj. Pearce presented himself at the Olym- 
nic box-office bright and early one morning 
to secure the first choice of seats for Her Ma- 
jesty’s Opera. The seat-diagram was 
pushed before him when the window-sash 
went up, and the Major, putting his 
finger upon four particular seats in the dress- 
circle, said that be wanted “those seats” and 
demanded them onthe strength of being the 
first applicant atthe window. The numbers 
in question had been scored off a few minutes 
vefore to supply the orders of regular patrous 
of the house telegraphed and written for 


ahead. He was offered otherwise, 
aciean sheet presenting seats equaliy de- 
sirable. The Major, however, contended 


that this was a breach of the advertised con- 
tract, and, putting his back, up remarked 
that 

HE WOULD TEST THE MATTER IN THE 

COURTS. 

He engaged W. H. H. Russell to conduct 
the suit, and the depositions of Cary, Cam- 
panini, Manager Maoleson and others were 
taken for the gr«tification of the public. 
The Court of Appeals in its decision says: 
‘*The demurrer was properly sustained. The 
defendants advertise to sell reserved seats, 
but they did not advertise that the first ap- 
plicant should have bis choice of any seat in 
the parquette or dress circle at $3 for each en- 
te'tuinment; nor that he should have numbers 
675, 677, 679 and 681, nor that he should bave 
a licenseito use any seat during the perform- 
ance for seven consecutive entertainments, By 
no fair coustruction can any such meaning be 
got out of the lancuage of the advertisements. 
Suppose aman wishing toruin the house or 
to forestal the entertainment orfrom any 
motive good or bad bad ten- 
dered to the box-keeper the price of 
every seat in the parquette for every enter- 
tainment at $3 per seat, must he have accept- 
ed it? Why so? 

THEATERS ARE NOT NECESSITIES OF LIFE, 
abd the proprietors of them may manage 


their business in their own way. If 
that way is unpopular or unfair 
they will suffer in diminished receip's. 


But suppose the defendants had offered to 
plaintiff in express terms his cnoice of seats 
provided he were at the box office at 9 o’ ch ck 
on the 7th of February, 1881, and by 
extraordinary exertions be had got 
there at that hour and the defendants out of 
mere caprice had determined to close the 
house or to hold a prayer meeting in it dur- 
ing the week advertised for the operas, 
to what damages would plaintiff have been 
entitied for the false representation? 
Clearly he would have been entitled to 
damages except for loss that could be es*T- 
mated by a money standard. He might re- 
cover perhaps for loss of time and for ear 
hire. He could recover nothing, we think, 
FOR THE MENTAL ANGUISH 

occasioned by not hearing ‘Fra Diaval)o’ 
or, Lucia,any more than he could bave recoy- 
ered for uny agonies that he might publicity 
bave endured had he been present at the 
opera and had the music been so excru- 
ciatingly bad that any intervals of 
silence would bave come like 30 many poul- 
tices to beal the wounds of sound. It has 
been held indeed that where any one who has 
aciuaily purch sed his ticket to the theater, 
10 matter what bis musical tastes may be or 
what delight he may anticipate, is prevented 
fon entering by the management, with no 
rudenes or unnecessary force, he can not 
maintain an action of tortfor the exc usion. 
His recovery is uvon the contract, and the 
mrasure of damages is the money paid for the 
tieket and actual it gal damages sustained oy 
breach of contract.’’
